Of  Irregular  Behaviour. 

1st. — If  a  Brother  s^y  any  thing  improper  in  the  Lodge, 
hold  private  conversations,  dii^pute  about  Religion  or 
Politics,  interrupt  another  Brother  while  speaking  to  the 
Mcister,  be  not  standing  when  addressing  the  MHSter,  sit 
down  unclothed,  or  otherwise  conduct  himself  indecorous- 
ly ;  he  shall  be  formidly  admonished  by  the  Master,  and 
should  he  still  so  far  persist  in  his  disorderly  conduct  as 
to  require  a  second  and  third  admonition  in  the  course  oif 
the  same  meeting,  he  shall,  at  the  discretion  of  a.majority 
of  the  Members  present,  be  liable  to  suspension  from  the 
Lodge,  and  he  shall,  in  that  case,  be  reported  to  the^j^ro- 
vincial  Grand  Lodge.  *        , !        "" 
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f  di^— No  Brother  ihall  be  allowed  to  speak  more  tbaa 
once  on  the  same  question,  unless  it  be  for  explanation,

CHAP;  II. 

Of  the  Days  and  Hour  $  of  Meeting.

CHAP.  IV. 
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Of  the  Election  of  Master  and  otluer  Officers. 

isi. — This  Lodge  shall  annually  elect,  by  ballot,  the 
Master,  Treasurer  and  Tyler,,  oa  the  regular  meeting 
immediately  preeeding  the  Festival  of  St.  John  the  Evan- 
gelist ;  on  the  morning  of  which  festival  all  4iccounts  and 
affairs  in  general,  relative  to  the  Lodge,  shall  be  settled 
and  declared.  The  newly  elected  Officers  shall  theo-be 
installed  according  to  antieut  custom  ;  after  which,  the 
Master  must  appoint  and  install  bis  Wardens,  and  other 
Officers. 

2d. — No  Master  of  the  Tavern  or  Hduse  at  which  tht4_ 
Lodge  meets  shall  be  appointed  to,  or  hold  any  office  io^ 
this  Lodgf. 
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CHAP.  V. 

Of  the  Treasurer's  Duty. 

The  Treasurer  shall  receive  the  Cash  of  the  Lodge, 
and  discharge  Bills,  when  duly  vevMhiiyi^K sanctioned 
t)jN4k*JilMiiHb  He  shall  keep  Books,  in  which  his  ac- 
count of  Receipts  and  disbursements  shall  be  regularly 
stated,  80  as  to  declare,  at  one  view,  the  amount  of  Cash 
in  his  hands  ;  which  Books  shall  be  open  for  the  inspec" 
tion  of  any  subscribing  Member,  at  every  meeting  of  the 
Lodge. — His  accounts  shall  be  annually  audited  by  a  Com- 
mittce,  at  least  a  week  previous  to  the  meeting  next  after 
the  festival  of  St.  John  ;  and  the  balance  appearing  to  be 
due  thereon,  shall  be  paid  over,  by  him,  to  his  successor, 
at  the  aforesaid  meeting  ;  or  otherwise,  as  the  Lodge  shall 
direct.  

CHAP.  VL 

^      --  Of  the  Secretary's  Duty.  ~'Mt, 

The  Secretary  shall  issue  summonses  to  <all  the  Mem- 
bers of  this  Lodge,  particularly  noticing  elections  and 
initiations  ;  new  Members  to  be  admitted,  By-Laws  to  be 
altered  or  repealed,  or  new  ones  to  be  made.  He  shall 
make  minutes  of  all  mattersNwhich  are  regularly  proposed 
and  seconded  in  the  Lodge,  as  weH  as  of  makings,  pass- 
ings, raisings,  &c.  and  of  all  other  things  which  the  Mas- 
ter may  order,  

CHAP.  VIL 

Of  Qualifications  for  Offices.  f 

No  Member  shall  be  qualified  for  any  Office,  or  be 
permitted  to  vote  on  any  occasion,  who  has  not  paid  his 
dues  up  to  the  preceding  festival  of  St.  John. 
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CHAP.  VIH. 

Permanent  Committee. 
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Permanent  Committee  consisting  of  the  Officers  of 
e  Lodge  for  the  time  beiog,with  the  Secretary ,  Treasures     i 
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and  three  Members  (to  be  elected  annually  on  St.  John  the 
Evangelist's  day,)  shall  superintend  the  finances  and  pro- 
perty of  the  Loelge,  and  consider  of  any  special  mutter 
regarding  its  interests.  They  shall  meet  whenever  sum- 
moned by  the  M  fster,  five  always  to  be  a  quorum,  and^ 
(he  result  of  thfir  proceedings  shall  be  forthwith  commu- 
nic?«ted  to  the  Master,  and  shnll  be  reported  to  the  next 
subsequent  General  Meeting  of  the  Lodge  for  approbation. 
The  expcnce  of  providing  a  room  for  their  meetings  ehaU 
be  paid  from  the  general  funds  of  the  Lodge. 

8d.— The  Master  of  the  Lodge  for  the  time  being  shall 
be  the  President  of  the  Permanent  Comnuttee  ;  and  they

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2d. — Any  Member  of  this  Lodge  residing  in  Montreal, 
»r  within  three  miles  thereof,  who  shall  have  neglected 
to  attend  the  regular  meetings  and  to  pay  his  <lues  for^SnK 
Months  in  euccesoion,  ^having  been  regularly  summoncu 
so  to  do,)  shall,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Members,  be  liu-  / 
ble  to  be  tried  and  suspended  from  the  Lodge. 

3d. — A  M6mber  of  this  Lodge  who  resides  at  a  greater 
distance  than  three  miles  from  Montreal,  who  shall  have 
neglected  to  attend  the  regular  meetings  and  to  pay  his 
dues,  or  to  give  to  the  Lodge,  in  writing,  reasons  that 
shall  by  them  be  deemed  satisfactory  for  his  so  doing,  for

4th. — In  futupe,  no  excuse  shall  be  admitted  as  suffi-  ^ 
MHrt  for  the  nfin-i^m^t  of  any  dues  which  may  have 
beei^  incurred  ;  but  it  any  Brother  tind  that  indispensable 
business  will  prevent  his  attendance  for  the  term  of  six 
months,  or  upwards,. upongiving  notice  tathe  Lodge  pre- 
vious to  his  departure,  and  they  iinding  such  reason  snOk- 
,,,_,,cient,  the  dues  of  Five  Shilliugs  may,  by  a  majority  of  the 
Brethren  present,  be  commuted  to  One  Shilling  and  Three 
Pence,  being  the  fund  of  Charity. 

6th. — Any  Officer  of  the  Lodge  who  shall  not  be  pre- 
sent in  the  Hall  of  the  Lodge  within  30  minutes  after  the 
appointed  hour  of  meeting,  shall  pay  the  following  fine  to 
the  goneral  fund  otiaQSBllty,  viz  : — the  Master,  2s.  6d. — 
tlie  Wardens,  2s. — the  Treasurer  and  Deacons,  la.  3d. 
each. 
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CHAP.  XF. 
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Of  Intliation^  Admission,  ^e»    .  "♦ 

l*t. — Great  discredit  nnd  injury  having;  been  brought 
upon  our  nnliont  nnd  honournblc  Freternity  from  admit- 
tin<i;  Mcmhor^  nnd  receiving  Candidntes  without  due  no- 
tice being  given, 'or  enquiry  made  ns  to  their  characters 
nnd  qualiticiitionif  ai)d  aho,  from  the  passing  nnd  raising 
ufMasonfi  without  (hie  instruction  in  the  respective  de- 
grees :  to  prevent  this  cvrl  in  future,  the  following  regu- 
lations shall,  tn  all  cases,  be  strictly  observed. 

No  person  sht^ll  be  initiated,  in  this  Lodge,  without  a 
regular  application  in  writing,  stating  his  name  nnd  pro- 
fension,  age  and  place  of  abode,  of  which  the  Members 
arc  to  be  notified  in  their  respective  summonses,  and  on 
balloting,  if  there  be  found  more  thnn  ove  black  ball,  the 
Cnndidnte  cannot  be  admitted  ;  but  to  prevent  the  possi- 
bility of  a  mistake,  the  ballots  may  be  taken  a  second  or 
even  a  third  time. 

No  Brother  shall  be  admitted  a  Member  of  this  Lodge 
without  a  regular  application  in  writing,  nor  until  his 
name,  occupation  and  place  of  abode,  shall  have  been 
sent  to  nil  the  Members  in  the  summonses  for  the  next 
stated  Lodge  meeting,  and  on  balloting  should  there  be 
more  than  one  black  boll,  the  Candidate  cannot  be  ad- 
mitted. 

2d. — No  person  shall  be  permitted  to  receive  more 
than  one  degree  on  the  same  day,  nor  at  a  less  interval 
than  one  month,  from  his  receiving  a  former  degree,  nor 
shall  he  be  passed  or  raised  until  he  has  been  duly  ex- 
amined in  open  Lo<lge,  in  the  previous  degree.  In  no 
case  shull  there  be  more  than  five  initiated  in  the  same 
day.

2d. — A  Brother,  who  is  not  a  subscribing  Member  to  a 
Lodge,  cannot  be  permitted  to  visit  this  Lodge  more  than 
once  during  his  secession  from  the  craA  ;  this  rule,  how- 
ever,  is  not  intended  to  apply  to  Brethren  who  reside*  at 
9  groater  distance  than  six  miles  from  Montreal*

the  craft,  to  grant  thom  the  privilege  of  becoming  Hono- 
rary Members,  have  resolved  that  in  all  cases  where 
Brethren  so  distinguished,  shall  make  application  to  be- 
come Honorary  Members,  they  shall  he  admitted,  if  on  a 
ballot  there  shall  not  be  more  than  one  black  ball.  The 
application  to  be  made  in  writing,  addressed  to  the  Secre- 
taryi  who  shill  communicate  the  same  to  the  Members 
in  tiicir  respfclive  summonses.       . 

2d. — All  Honorary  Members  of  this  Lodge  shall  pay

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CHAP.  3^1V. 

Lodges  of  Emergency. 

— The  Master,  or  in  his  absence  the  Senior  War- 
den, has  the  right  and  authority  Qf  asses^j^Ung  a  Lodge 
upon  any  emergency  ;  the  cause  of  such  emergency  must 
be  stated  in  the  summtonse?,  por  shall  any  other  business 
be  entered  upen  at  that  meeting.  If  the  meeting  should 
b:e  called  on  the  general  business  of  the  Lodge,  the  ex- 
pense shall  he  paid  out  of  the  funds  of  the  Lodge  ;  but,  if 
at  the  request  of  any  Brother  for  his  benefit,  or  progress, 
then  to  be  paid  by  such  Brother. 

CHAP.  XV.

CHAP.  XX. 

Mode  of  Altering  By-Laws. 

Ist. — No  alteration  shall  be  made  in  these  By-Laws, 
nor  shall  any  new  ones  be  added,  but  at  a  regular  meeting 
of  the  Lodge,  by  motion  in  writing,  to  be  handed  up  to 
the  Master  in  the  Chair  ;  and,  if  seconded,  inserted  in  the 
proceedings  of  the  Lodge  ;  to  which  the  Master  shall  call 
the  particular  attention  of  the  Brethren,  at  the  next  regu- 
lar meeting :  announcing,  that  it  will  be  discussed  the 
following  month  ;  for  which  purpose  it  shall  then  be 
mentioned  in  the  summonses. 

The  above  Rules  having  been  read  in  open  Lodge,  on 
the  first  day  of  May,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
twenty-five,  was  unanimously  adopt  d,  clause  by  clause, 
as  the  By-Laws  of  Union  Lodge,  JVo.
